During  the  year  under  review,  no  progress  is  to  bo  reported 
in  connection  with  the  provision  of  new  schemes  of  water  supply 
to  serve  the  consumers  with  adequate  and  wholesome  water  throughout 
the  area.  In  consequence  of  this,  no  new  schemes  of  sewerage 
or  sewage  disposal  have  been  implemented. 

Of  the  existing  supplies ,  the  supply  to  C-r inton  has  been 
augmented  from  the  private  scheme  serving  the  Youth  Hostel, 
providing  an  additional  lo, 000  gallons  per  day  into  the  Gr inton 
s  t ora  go  reservoir.

The  headwords  of  the  supply  on  Fremington  Edge  being  subject 
to  surface  pollution,  were  to  be  reconstructed,  but  before  doing 
so  several  tests  were  carried  out,  when  it  was  found  that  the 
springs  were  not  impounded  at  the  outcrops,  the  water  running  In 
an  open  ditch  at  a  higher  level.  Consequently,  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  work  was  in  progress  extending  the  supply  to  the  spring 
outcrops,  together  with  adequate  works  of  impounding  and  protection,

In  all  cases  these  consist  of  "family  shops'-'  with  dwelling 
house  attached,  and  the  amount  of  open  food  sold  is  not  large. 
Generally,  wash  hand  basins,  soap  and  towels  are  available  in 
the  bathroom  where  the  W.C.  is  situated,  in  addition  to  hot  and 
cold  water  at  the  kitchen  sink,  usually  sited  immediately  behind 
the  shop. 

The  Butchers’  shops ,  where  also  cooked  meats  and  sausages 
are  prepared,  and  where  also  slaughtering  facilities  are  available, 
need  more  attention  to  the  requirements  of  washing  facilities, 
and  separate  wash  hand  basins  with  hot  and  cold  running  water, 
soap  and  towels  easily  available  to  the  shop  are  being  insisted 
upon,  together  with  separate  sinks  for  the  washing  of  equipment
